fruit is not a lotal loss in that area 
and only spotted damage was received 
in the Clarksville section," Lhe service 
said. "Elsewhere in the stale pros- 
pects on June 1, were good." 


The condition of the peach crop was 


66 per cent of normal June 1 compared 
to 52 per cent lasl year.

Mr. Horlacher is head of the De- 


partment of Animal Industry of the 
university, a position he has held since 
joining the faculty about three years 
ago. He will be director of the Ex- 
tension Service as well as dean of the 
college, assuming his duty July 1. 


Mr. Thompson is state director for 


the Farm Security Administration, with 
which organization he. has been for 
nearly two years. He had about 10 
years experience in the state Agri- 
cultural Extension Service before join- 
ing the FSA, having served as county 
agent in several counties and as dis- 
,trict agent for Southeast Arkansas. 


Governor Bailey said the selections 


wore made by the trustees at their 
meeting here last Thursday. 


"We were unable to announce them 


at that time because they had not been 
approved in Washington," he ex- 
plained.

An Attack— Hitler Seeks to Control Thoughts 


of His Subjects

The seizure of the residence of 


the Most Reverend Sigismund Waitz, 
15-year-old Archibishop of Salzburg, 
by Nazi storm-troopers who immediat- 
ly moved out the furniture and con- 
verted it into an office, underlined 
the confict that is sweeping over 
Europe. 


This conflict is basic and inevit- 


able. The rulers of totalitarian stat- 
es that all earthly and temporal act- 
ivities, and even the thoughts, of 
their subjects must be controlled by 
the stale. No Christian believer can 
accept this, for all Christian faiths 
consider their beliefs a living force 
in daily conduct. 


Germany Is Butllcfront 


In Russia there is little struggle; the 


Soviet masters are completely in con- 
trol. In Ilaly Ihe fight 'has not real- 
ly begun, though the conversion of the 
Italian leaders to German ideas of 
racialism and anti-Semitism indicates 
that inevitably it will come. 


It is iii Germany that the battle 


rages with Greatest severity. There the 
eviction of Archbishop Waitz was only 
one shot on a wide-flung battle- 
front, Eight thousand anti-Na/.i Evan- 
gelical ministers of the Confessional 
Synod repudiated Dr. Frcidrich Wer- 


ner, Nazi-controlled head of the Evan- 
gelical (Lutheran) church's supreme 
council. They read letters declaring 
that Werner had placed himself 'be- 
yond the pale of the church of Christ". 
The Nazi government retaliated by 
forbidding religious broadcasts, re- 
slricling Ihe sale of Bibles to religious 
bookstores, and withdrawing subsidies 
to Bible and tract publishers. 


It is the conflict between God and 


Caesar which is as old a Christianity 
itself. 


Planned Persecution 


This conflict has been inevitable 


since Hitler took power in 1933. For 
the first few months he 
declared 


friendliness toward both the Protes- 
tant and Catholic faiths. 
By July, 


a concodat had been negotiated by 
Franz von Papen and Cardinal Pacelli, 
now Pope Pius XII. It guaranteed 
the preservation of Catholic schools, 
youth organizations, and the 
free 


circulation of pastoral letters. 
For 


a time Hitler adhered to it closely. 
For the Saar, with its large Catholic 
population, was about to vote on ad- 
herence to the Rich. But after the 
changed. The Catholic Center party 
hafi been dissolved long before. Now 
the youlh organizations were forbid- 
den. In the struggle for the minds 
of the young, Hitler would brook no 
rivals. 


In Munich, in December 1935, the 


whole Nazi organization was used to

Drastic 


and Skilled Treatment 


When the kidneys fail to act ns they ef one hnving been previously removed 


should in disposing of the waste mn- be,cnuse of disease. In such -cases 


death occurs in from 10 to 14 days. 
Tills type occurs also in poisoning by 
Wercury when the notions of both 
kidneys ore stopped. 


Obviously nn ncute nttnck of this 


terinls from the body, a poisoning oc- 
curs which, unless 'controlled, will 
become fntal. There are many differ- 
ent theories as to just how'this poison- 
ing Js brought about. No one cnuse 
accounts for all the varieties and symp- 
toms of the condition. However, it 
becomes clear that the associated 
changes in the blood pressure, the in- 
creased amount of fluid in the brain, 
and the accumulation in the blood of 
various toxic substances all have some 
part. 


Because of the variations in the 


manner in Which the condition occurs, 
doctors classify three kinds of uremia: 
One is a sudden form which comes out 
of a clear sky with a sudden loss of 
sight and severe convulsions frequent- 
ly followed by a loss of consciousness. 


The second is a tnjore chronic type 


in which the failure of the kidney is 
gradual. The'patient-will have head- 
ache, loss of appetite, a taste of bitter- 
ness or ammonia in the month, vomit- 
ing, shortness of breath, and perhaps 
eventual muscular twitchings and un- 
consciousness. In some cases of this 
kind the convulsions or unconscious- 
ness may develop suddenly. The bit- 
terness: or taste of ammonia may be 
clue to the development of toxic sub- 
stances in the blodo and their excre- 
tion in the saliva. 


Another type of uremia occurs when 


the kidneys are suddenly blocked, or 
perhaps when a stone blocks the flow 
of urine from a single kidney, the oth- 


condltton Is n serious matter.and de- 
mands the most prompt possible medi- 
cal attention, 'the dodo* wilt at once 
put the patient flat on ihs bock, re- 
move any false teeth and take care 
that the tongue is not bitten and that 
il does not fall back so aft to obstruct 
breathing. The doctor can" quiet the 
Convulsions by the use of suitable 
remedies «nd can also increase the 
flow of fluids in the body through the 
bowel by giving suitable remedies, it 
may be possible fbr him to relieve some 
of the most serious symptoms by re- 
leasing some of the fluid 
froYrt the 


spinal canal. 


Once the immediate serious symp- 


toms are brought under control, it is 
possible to encourage the skin to act 
by the help of:heat, to keep the bowels 
open and to eliminate fluid and waste 


material through the bowel. 


The methods of treatment for chronic 


Uremia nre the same. Obviously, how- 
ever, these are not methods of treat- 
ment which anyone can attempt for 
himself, Certainly the presence of any 
of the symptoms that have been de- 
scribed constitutes such a serious dan- 
ger that the patient should never at- 
tempt (o treat a case of uremia on the 
basis of his own information.

Just now a coalition group has 


political control in the islands^- under 
.he governor, of course. General Win- 
ship's critics have teslified that he 
;iven in to them far too much with 
ihe resul that patronage rolls have 
jeen swelled expensively. 


General Winship replies that the 


island's budget is in balance, and state- 
ment which his critics greet with 
derisive cheers. They say that under 
the act giving Purti its government 
the budget never can get unbalanced. 
If the legislature appropriates more 
money than s raised by taxes the 
budget has to be adjusted to fit. 


Meantime sugar plantations have ex- 


panded in the island, the larger ones 
owned by people outside the island. 
That takes out some of the wealth and 
has hurt many who once depended on 
small crops. 
The population is al- 


most as dense as that of Rhode Is- 
land, nearly 500 to the mile, and hasn't 
a handful of factory industry with 
which to support it. 


Lots of Trouble 


There have been street shootings 


and assassinatons, climaxed by thai 
of 1937 when police killed 20 wounded 
100 in supressing a Palm Sunday parade 
of young men and women supporting 
an independence movement.

taken Monday when the house tax 
committee voted to substitute for it a 
flat 18 per cent levy on corporations 
with net income of more than $25,000. 


Working rapidly at its first closed 


session on general tax revisions, the 
tax group—a ways and means com- 
mittee—agreed tentatively on that al- 
ternation and also to continue present 
tax rates on "little business"—corpor- 
ations making §25,000 or less. 


Other major proposals, which receiv- 


ed tentative tax committee approval 
would: 


(1) Permit corporations to carry ove: 


heir net operating business losses fo 
two years, replacing law prohibiting 
any carryover. 


(2) Repeal the present limitations o 


J2000 on deductions for capital losse 
and substitute the following provisions 


(A) Long-term capital losses—thos 


sustained on assets held more than 1 
months—could be 
applied in 
fu 


against ordinary income for the sam 
taxable year. 


(B) Short-term capital loses—Those 


on assets held less than 18 months— 
could be applied only to short term 
capital gains, but if a short term cap- 
ital loss exceeded the short term gain 
then the loss could be applied to a 
short term gain in the net year. 


(3) Permit corporations to increase 


the value of their capital stock, for tax- 
ing purposes, in 1939 and 1940, but not 
to decrease it. After 1940, present law 
would continue-to apply, that is cor- 
porations would be permitted to re- 
value their stock upward or down- 
ward, every three years, for capital 
stock and excess profits taxation pur- 
poses, 


(4) Continue for two years more the 


present excise or "nuisance" taxes 
and 3 cent first class postage rate, 
which together yield between $500,- 
000,000 and 5600,000,000, 


Chairman Cooper (D-Tenn.'J of the 


tax committee estimated that these 
and other items in the tentatively ap- 
proved program would make little 
change in the approximately $1,000,- 
000,000 annual tax yield from corpor- 
ations. 


On the basis of the 1939 level of 


business, treasury tax experts pre- 
dicted the revisions would cause a rev- 
enue loss of only $15,700,000 next year. 


The new 18 per cent rate would be- 


come effective next January 1. 


The present rates on small corpor- 


ations, which would be continued un- 
der the committee program, are 12','g 
per cent on net income of $5000 or less, 
15 per cent on those with income from 
55000 to $20,000 and 16 per cent on 520,- 
000 to $25,000 income.
